The only thing that keeps Hum- 
phrey Bogart from being really 
successful as a romantic leading 
man — in his own opinion — is the 
fact that he dislikes to make love 
in the presence of a lot of people. 
He mentioned the fact: while work-

“Love-making just doesn’t jell 
for me in the presence of thirty 
or forty people watching the pro- 
ceedings. Upon this one fact I 
place the blame for my so seldom 
winning the lady for the final 
closeup. There ought to be some 
kind of a law about it.”

To London Town 


Nearly six years ago Mona Bar- 
rie started from her native Aus- 
tralia for London hoping to fur- 
ther her theatrical career in the 
capital of the British Empire. 


She hasn’t gotten there yet. She 
stopped off to visit friends in Hol- 
lywood, and aside from several va- 
cation jaunts to New York and 
Toronto, has been in Southern 
California ever since.

Warner Film ‘Finds’ 


In all the Warner Bros. studio’s 
array of new talent, greatest 
numerically of the major film 
plants, the outstanding acquisition 
of the past year was handsome, 
blond Wayne Morris of “Kid Gala- 
had” fame. Jimmy Fidler, noted 
radio and newspaper movie com- 
mentator, has hailed him as the 
outstanding star discovery of the 
year. 


Morris was a typical, but on 
the surface, not-too-striking candi- 
date for fame at the beginning of 
1937. But it was early that Janu- 
ary that he had accomplished what 
he had been striving to do ever 
since joining the studio on a minor 
contract six months before.

“The Kid Comes Back,” with Bar- 
ton MacLane. 


Because this picture looked very 
good to studio powers Wayne got 
his chance to compete in screen 
tests for the “Galahad” role. He 
won it in a walk and found him- 
self heading a cast that contained 
Bette Davis, Edward G. Robinson 
and Humphrey Bogart. The pic- 
ture was a great financial success 
and in it Wayne scored a hit per- 
formance. Stardom was his au- 
tomatically. 


Meanwhile, Wayne filmed “Sub- 
marine D-1,” in which again he 
got the prize part, although Pat 
O’Brien and George Brent were 
fellow-stars.

morning papers must have re- 
ported something about me that 
the family didn’t like. I’ve learned 
not to tell them where I’ve been 
the night before until I have read 
the papers to see if any column- 
ists report having seen me some- 
where else. 

If anyone has said he saw me, I 
know by now that it’s smart to 
agree with him. It’s his word 
against mine and a columnist is 
like somebody’s wife—above sus- 
picion. So I agree, lamely, and try 
to explain why I was seen in such 
and such a place with such and 
such a person when actually I 
wasn’t there at all. 

After a while one becomes ex- 
pert at such things. I talk so 
glibly about people I haven’t been 
with and places I didn’t see that 
after a few days I can’t tell the 
truth because I can’t remember it.

I like 
to walk along Hollywood Boule- 
vard and window-shop, but I’ve 
learned now never to stop in front 
of a jewelry store window if I am 
with a young woman, because, if I 
do, the next morning the papers 
will say that I’ve been shopping 
for an engagement ring.

What do I do with my Holly- 
wood nights? Mostly I sleep, al- 
though when I’m not working at 
the studio, I can catch up on lost 
sleep in the morning. Occasionally 
I stay up most of the night. I 
don’t often eat at night—more than 
four or five times. 

Of course, Priscilla and I date 
pretty often and on those nights 
we may show up in half a dozen 
places just trying to find some ex- 
citement. But Priscilla has to get 
to the studio early, too, so the 
nights are fewer and further be- 
tween than we’d like them to be. 

Between pictures, I like to get 
away from Hollywood. Once I 
drove my mother to San Francisco 
—in record breaking time, too. She 
may have been nervous but she 
was a good sport about it. An- 
other time several of us went to 
Ensenada and just recently the 
same group went up to a camp 
near Bishop, Calif., on the edge 
of the desert, for a little try at 
roughing it. 

There are many nights, in spite 
of what the columnists say, when 
I have nothing to do but go to the 
fights or play the marble machines 
in the drug stores. I suppose I 
could improve my mind by read- 
ing or going to the opera, but life 
has been too exciting recently to 
let me settle down to such calm 
behavior. 

I’m enjoying myself thoroughly. 
I’m a dream walking; because two 
years ago I had no idea I would 
ever get a real chance in pictures.

We’re quite a gang, we three.

mary, ask her about the date she 
had with our minister’s son. I liked 
the freckle-faced kid that lived 
down at the corner. 


If you see us at lunch, I’m the 
one who has the chocolate sundae 
with whipped cream for dessert. 
The other girls watch their figures. 
But so far, I can outeat even a 
Wayne Morris, and that’s some- 
thing, I can tell you. So if you 
see the three of us at a dinner 
table, the two who eat so sparingly 
are not Priscilla. 


If you see us walking together, 
look for the one that strides along 
as if she had just dismounted from 
a cow pony and you will be look- 
ing at me. I won second prize at 
a rodeo last summer and both the 
horse and I knew it for weeks 
afterward.
